KILLILEA BUYS BOSTON CLUB.

Milwaunkee Magnate Obtains Contrel
of American League Tenm.
Henry J. Killllea of Milwaukee, who has
just disposed of his holdings In the St.
Louls American League team, now owns
the Boston American League team. This
announcement was made late yesterday In
Milwaukee. Mr. Killllea admitted that he se-
cured a controlling interest in the Boston
club on or about August 10 last and that
he was at the hub closing the deal when
it was announced that he was conferring
with Presldent Ban John=on relative to
the transfer of the Milwaukee club to St.

Louls,

The terms of the deal whereby Mr., Kil-
lilea secured a majority of the stock of the
Beston club were the payment of $45,000
in cash for five-ninths of the stock, and
there was a condition that Presldent Som-
ers, who sald the stock, would receive an
opportunity to redeem it the first of the
yvear, if he was able financially and so in-
clined. Instead of the stock being repur-
chased, Mr. Killilea secured the other four-
ninths, and states that he now owns the
whole outfit. Mr. SBomers is the holder of
one share of stock, valued at $10, and this
little holding is left with him so that he
may be legally qualified to hold the posi-
tion of president.

Henry Killllea came forward with $45,000
in cash as an investment in the Boston
club during the early part of August to as-
sist President Somers, who met with finan-
cial misfortune outslde of and not con-
nected with his base ball Interest at Bos-
ton or any other city. Between the time
ofpthe Killilea purchase and the close of
the American League season, Mr. Killilea
realized as his share of the profits of the
Boston club within a few thousand dollars
of the amount he invested. Organization
under the new ownership has not been ef-
fected, but the matter is now belng seri-
ously consldered. *“Jimmie’” Collins, who
has been so successful as the manager of
the Beaneaters, is expected in Milwaukee
before the close of the present week for a
conference. Hugh Duffy has been invited
to go there also.
